Goothall Season 1945 


After a far from impressive showing in the last quarter of the annual football car- 
nival, the Redbirds came through for their first victory of the season against the 
Central High Spartans. The game was played in El Centro, and Hoover was the 
13-0 victor. The Cardinals were in command of the situation all the way scoring 7 
points in the first quarter and 6 in the second. Early in the game Hoover drove to 
the Central 8-yard line but lost the ball on downs. On the next play Redbird end, 
Jack Napierskie, blocked a Spartan punt and Ted Stephenson fell on the ball in the 
end zone to give Hoover a 6-0 lead. Midway in the second quarter Hoover's atomic 
twins combined to give the Cardinals their second score. Jimmy Goretsas flipped 
a 15 yard pass to Hughie Lyons who raced into the end zone. 

Against Grossmont High the Cardinals displayed power typical of the Hoover 
teams of old. The Cardinals crushed the Foothillers 47-7. Touchdowns were scored 
by Hughie Lyons, Jack Napierskie (on a pass from Jack McColl], and Jimmy Goretsas 
who scored two, one on an intercepted Pass good for 40 yards. Danny Bridge also 
scored two and Art Filson scored one on a 76-yard end run.

Hoover ran over La Jolla High 27-7 coming up from behind to win the game. Nap- 
ierskie scored two T.D.'s one of which was a 35-yard pass from Goretsas, the other 
a 12 yard pass from Jack McColl. Later Jack McColl scored on a smash from the |- 
yard line and Art Filson scored the last touchdown from the 9-yard line. 


The Cardinals whipped Coronado High 13-7, and again came up from behind to 
turn the tide. With two minutes left to play Marty Gaughen chucked a |5-yard pass 
to Hughie Lyons that won the game. The other Hoover touchdown was also a pass 
play. Art Filson threw a 40 yarder to Bill McColl who was standing in the end zone. 

Bad luck and a weak pass defense enabled Sweetwater High to humble Hoover 
13-7. Goretsas scored Hoover's only touchdown. 

Before the Hoover-San Diego game bettors were giving San Diego a 40 point lead. 
The final score was 38-6, and it was ‘the luck of the Irish'’ that gave San Diego 3 
of the 6 touchdowns. The Redbirds played one of their most outstanding games 
of the season fighting until the last second of play. The stars of this game were 
Peters, Stephenson, Huebner, Handley, Gaughen and Lyons. The Cardinals had the 
upper hand in the first quarter and Gaughen scored on a 5-yard smash over center 
after a splendid drive of 60 yards. 

The Cardinals defeated Point Loma High 19-13. As usual the Hockervillers were 
behind at the half, but this time by 13 points. Jack McColl scored a T.D. trom 
the I-yard line. Art Filson scored a T.D., and Gaughen rounded left end for 20 yards 
and another:score. 

In the final game of the season the Redbirds downed Escondido High 14-12 in a 
very hard fought contest. Goretsas, Lyons, Stewart, Stephenson, Huebner, Handley, 
and Jack McColl all starred in their last game for Hoover. Marty Gaughen convert- 
ed 14 out of 22 attempts this season. 


Selected on the second string Victory League were Jack Napierskie and Marty 
Gaughen who was elected captain of the Hoover squad. Others who received hon- 


orable mention on the Victory League were Peters, Stephenson, Huebner, Handley, 
Goretsas, Lyons, Benson and Stewart. 








Junior Varsity Goothall 


Blasting through a tough seven game schedule in fine form, Hoover's ever-fighting 
Junior Varsity squad wound up the 1946 football season with a five win and two 
loss record. 

Under the guidance of Coach Rickey Wilson, the Redbirds triumphed over their 
first opponent, Point Loma. The Pointers had defeated a strong San Diego High 
team and were favored to win over the Cardinal eleven, but the J.V.'s came through 
with a 19 to 8 victory. They also proved a rough and ready outfit against Sweet- 
water, winning over them 27 to 6. The Hockerville team next conquered Grossmont 
and Kearny, the scores being respectively 37 to 7 and 33 to 7. 

At the peak of their season the Redbirds suffered two losses. Favored over San 
Diego, the game turned out a 19 to 7 win for the Cavemen. In their next tilt with 
La Jolla, Hoover was trailing 13 to 25 when the final gun sounded. 

The last game of the season proved victorious for the still fighting squad as they 
rolled over Saint Augustine 33 to 7. 

Jim Franklin was chosen as the most outstanding player by his teammates. Other 
leading players were: Bill Beeler, Alex Belliaeff, Jim Bowen, Jim DeCosta, Don Don-
